rang the Augelus. December 8Kb, 1877 
it rang tbe flrat Angel's Salutation am 
faithfully ever since, has its appeal gone 
out until now in the silver anniversary 
ot its existence ou next Sunday anc 
Monday it will ring iu the Golden Jubi 
lee of the Church, 


It ia a Golden Jubilee which will be 


celebrated not only on account of tbe 
importance of the event in (be history 
of Die church but also because of that 
which has been accomplished In the last 
fifty years, which is a .source of satisfac- 
tion aud joy to all tliosn dt-voted to the 
interests of St. Francis Xavier's Church. 


The original church dedicated fifty 


years ago, cost when finished and fin- 
ished, over $5(100. Tbe 
pastoral resi 


dencu built in 1871 and 1872, waft com- 
pleted and furnished at a cost of $7000 
After tbe lira in 1800, the church waa re- 
built and furnished at a coat of $8000. 
Later, St. Francis Xavier Hall and 
School waa erected at an outlay of $12.- 
0*10. From time to time improvements 
were added, in frescoing, In the rich 
furniture of the church, so thai it may 
be said that the present church edifice 
and all its belongings represent: in the 
last lifty years an expenditure of about 
$40,00(1. 


The membership of Ihe church has 


steadily and sometimes rapidly increased 
so that it ia now six times greater than 
il was fifty years ago.

The con- 
tract for the new church at its present 
location-was awarded in June 1852. The 
old church was torn down in March 1852,

moBt at the center of the township. 
While the borough is four-sided, it i; 
not quite square, none of the lines being 
parallel or of equal length.

DROUGHT MAY KEEP WHEAT HEADS FROM 


FILLING WELL IN COMING WEEKS. 


Ploughing For Corn Planting Retarded by the 


Hard Baked Ground—May Crop 


Report. 


Ileceut weeks have been discouraging 


ones to tbe Adama county farmer. A 
month ago prospects were fairly bright 
for a good ciop of wheat in neaily eveiy 
section of tbe county and there was a 
better outlook (or grass than last year, 
although tbe sod was thin. The heavy 
rains m tbe early weeks and middle part 
ot April brought wheat and grass on tin 
ely but raius also packed the ground 
into the solidity of a baae ball diamond. 
Then came seveial weeks cf wind and 
hot sun and tbe fields were baked aa 
bard as a road. 


Under these circumstances ploughing 


has been extremely diihcult and corn 
planting made considerably later than 
last year. Tbe drought baa bad a bad 
effect on tbegiowing wheat and a grain 
ahipper expressed tbe opinion, tbe other 
day. taal unless there are pleutlous ralna 
shortly wheat boada will not be lilled. 
In bis opinion wheat la in its cntical 
stage during tbe laat week of Mav and 
tbe best week of Juno. It will not bead 
properly unless tbeie is authelent uioih 
tare In tbe ground In a number of sec 
ttons of tbe county wbeat atalks, while 
large, do not show sings of healthy lite 
Good rains will be the saving of both tbe 
bat and wbeat uops if there la enough 
of it this week and next 


The grain market as well as the hay 


market, has been very uncertain ot late 
and tbe June crop leport 1s anxiously 
awtited. Reports from many parts of 
United .States have sbnwn tbe piesence 
of diougbt which may considerably cur 
tall tbe wbeat crop Prices have been go 
ing up at the rate ot atnut a tent and a 
half a week tor wheat and corn also has 
been advancing.
